This is in response to the Election Requirement mailed October 2, 2002 for which a 
response was due November 2, 2002, for which a 3 month extension of time is requested to 
extend the time for response to February 2, 2003. 



The Examiner has required Applicants under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species. 

Applicants hereby elect the compound having an affinity for nucleic acids as p-alanine, N- 
(acridin-9-yl), 2-[bis(2-chloroethyl) aminojethyl ester and the antigen masking compound as N- 
hydroxy succinimide butanoic acid monomethoxy polyethylene glycol. With this election, 
claims 1-14, 26-42, and 44-55 remain under consideration. Applicants withdraw claims 15, 25, 
and 43 from consideration. Applicants expressly reserve the right under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to file a 
divisional application directed to the non-elected subject matter during the pendency of this 
application, or an application claiming priority to this application. Applicants further request 
rejoinder of withdrawn species claims upon allowance of a claim that encompasses the currently 
withdrawn species (MPEP 809.02 (c)). Applicants request examination of the elected subject 
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matter on the merits.
